The Canadian contigent arrived eafely 
at Alexandria last week. 


Loxbox, Oct. 6.—It is rumored that 
2822 Stewert has been killed at Ber- 
ber. 

The war office is uncertain as to the 
fate of Col. Stewart, who was with forty 
men en route to Dongola. Their steamer 
struck on the rocks and they wore un- 
able to float her. A bargain was niade 
with some Arabs to provide camels and 
conduct the party through the desert to 
Merarvi. The Arabs proved treachorous 
and massacred tho first party which 
landed from the steamer. They then 
boarded the vessel and killed those who 
remained with the exception of four 
men, whose names are unknown. It is 
feared that Col. Stewart is among the 
killed. It is unknown whether Mr. 
Power, corsespondent of the Times, had 
gone to Khartoum or was with Stewart. 


Tho expenses of the Gordon relief 
expedition are increasing. The pay- 
master has notified the government that 
he requires £150,000 weekly. 


Camo, Oct. 6.— Gordon has had 
medals struck off to commomoiato'tlie 
siege of Khartoum. They have boon 
bestowed on the troops and the women 
and children who shared in the hard- 
ships of the sioge. 


Orrawa, Oct. 6.—A cable was ro- 


ceived here to-day. from tho British, 


government, asking their agent to son 
eight steamer captains to take charge of 
the light-draught stern-wheol boats on 
the Nile, for the transport of the Gordon 
relief expedition. The men required 
are those who are in charge of light- 
draught boats on the Upper Ottawa 
river, Tha number required has been 
secured and will sail from Quebec on 
Saturday next for Alexandria.

BLOODTHIRSTY ITALIANS.

SUNS AND KNIVES USED FREELY.

‘Tamwortn, Oct. 6.—This morning 


Messrs. Chisholm, McDonald & 
O Brien's foreman here notified about 
forty Italians whom they had, with a 
large number of uthers employed upon 
the ballasting of the Napanee, Tamworth 
and Quebec railway, that they would 


and for them to prepare to move to 
Calabogic lake, on the Kingston and 
Pembroke railway, to work on another 
ballasting contract there. Some of the 
Italians were not coutented to go until 
they got their pay for work done here, 
and soon stirred up a very strong feeling 
in the minds of all the men, who drove 
from their work a small gang yet con- 
tinued at work in a gravel pit nero here. 
They then attacked John O'Brien, a 
brother of Mr. O’Brien of the above 
named firm of contractors, and their 
representative here, demanding their 
pay at once or 
THEY WOULD MURDER HIM. 


They followed him from the telegraph 
office to Wheelei’s hotel then back to the 
telegraph office, and thence to Douglas 
hotel near which place some drew knives 
others revolvers, and threatening to take 
his life they rushed him in their midst 

away to the bridge crossing the river. 
An alarm was given at once. Tho 
township Council was in session in the 
village, and the Reeve, Lenord Wager, 
with a number of the Council and those 
in attendance, rushed, with several of 
the villagers to the rescue of Mr. O’Brien.

The first subject discussed was Some Ex- 
pedients for Awakening Thought,“ intro- 
duced by Mr. Adshead. He believed the first 
nectasity was to awaken the interest. He 
recommended that children be allowed to 
examine objects, to see their differences, sim- 
ilarities and beantics for themselven. Mr. 
Adshead gave some excellent hints for the 
reparation of simple apparatus for use in the 
illustration of geographical and other facts. 
Mr. Adshead’s suggestions were warmly com- 
mended iY Mr. Mackintosh, who regretted 
that children are so often required to do 
W and keep quiet at the same time. 

allis then took up the subject of the 
* Teacher’s Day’s Work.“ dwelling on the 
necessity on the part of the teachers of pre- 
paring lessons. 

Mr. Mackintosh addressed the Convention 
chiefly on the subject of reading, giving many 
valuable suggestions. Children should not 
be allowed to read anything they do not un- 
derstand, and should know the words at sight. 
The only thorough test of reading is that 
which requires children to read at sight new 
combinations of previously learned words. - As 
a rule special drills in pronunciation should 
be given, and the time assigned to reading 
should be assigned to it exeluslyely. Child - 
ren should be shown how to prepare lessons 
and stould be required to reproduce the 
substance. of lessons. Teachers would do well 
to produce supplementury reading for their 
pupils. 

After a brief intermission, the President 
introduced P H. Bryce, M. A., M. D., Seeretary 
of the Provincial Roar of Health, who spoke 
for some time on the subject of School Room 
Ventilation.“ It was shown that, as a gon · 
eral hing, the amount of pure air supplied to 
school rooms is far from adequate, and that 
the consequences are very serious to health 
and study. The necessity for supplying 
moisture ta the air was clearly shown. Dr. 
Bryce attributes the winter cough so common 
among children, to the dry air of-the school 
room. Cold feet, often caused hy drafts from 
under doors, ate the cause of many school 
headaches. Statistics show that 50 per cent. 
of the sickness in the Hamilton . wus 
colds and headaches, and that during ra 
winter months the sickness increased 100 
cent on that during the summer mont 5 
when the bad ventilation is not so much felt. 

At 8 p. my Dr. Bryce lectured to a fairl 
large audienco assembled inthe Town Hall, 
on the Influence of our Schools on the Com- 
ing Race. The jecture was very instructive 
aid interesting. A. F. Wood, Eaq., M. P. P., 
occupied the chair. At the bleed a hearty 
vote of thanks was tendered Dr Bryce for his 
excellent lecture. A collection was taken up 
to defray expenses. 

The Convention met on Friday ato p. m. 
The time for- holding the next Promotion 
. was changed to March and Oct-

The President read a communication 125 
the Women's Christian Temperance Union 
on the sybject.of Temperance literature and 
toxt-broks in the schools. 

Mr. W. H. Jenkin . dealt with the subject 
of Railways and Pr “af Ontario, going 
into minute details 1 5 5 the various 
railway syste.usand imparting much useful 
information. 

The following resolation was then brought
